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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 13-1 5 are allowable over the prior art of record because no reference 
was found teaching sintering at a temperature between 400-700 degrees C. 

Barker et al. (6,528,033) teaches in the examples mixing the premix reactants, 
palletizing the powder mixture, heat at 750 degrees C. 

Goodenough et al. (5,910,382) teaches in column 11, Example 1, that the 
ordered-olivine compound LiFeP04 was prepared from intimate mixtures of 
stoichiometric proportions of Li2C03 or LiOH H20, Fe{CH2COOH}2 and NH4H2P04 
H20; the mixtures were calcined at 300-350 degrees C to eliminate NH3, H20 and 
C02 and then heated in Ar at about 800 degrees C to obtain LiFeP04.
